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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 
Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 
122(b), by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or 
(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before

2. Claims 1-5, 7, 9, 11-15, 17 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as 
being anticipated by Descombes (USPN 6,459,326). 

Fig. 5 discloses a current mirror with an output current 12, a reference 
current II, an input voltage Vin a resistive element 13 and a temperature 
compensation circuit 1 1 coupled and functioning as recited in claims 1 , 2 and 9. 

Fig. 4 discloses amplification circuitry 212/21 1/222/221 as recited in claim 

3. 

Further shown are first and second transistors 222 & 221 and a differential 
amplifier 212/21 1 as recited in claim 4. 

It would appear that the first transistor is capable of having 8 times less 
current density as the second transistor as recited in claim 5. 

Further shown is a cun-ent mirror 222/221 as recited in claim 7. 

Claims 11-15, 17 and 19 are anticipated for the reasons above.
